They cannot 
purchase independent surgical policies from outside companj.es, because 
tnose policies almost inevitably are tied to hospitalization plans, 
they may not subscribe to individual Blue Cross plans because they 
already have members sip in 'the CSHI hospitalization group plan with 
the Igency.

Heretofore, Agency 
employees with hospitalisation coverage only (under Croup Hospital- 
isation, Ino . , ) have net Been accorded the privilege of adding the 
surgical service policy, presumably for reasons of security. The 
attached memorandum, however, resolves the security question. 
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2. Hr. I I of the Security Control Staff has advised this 

office that Agency employees with hospital coverage only should be 
informed of the opportunity to expand their benefits under Croup 
Hospitalisation, Inc., to include surgical service, since no other 
group coverage for present policy holders is envisioned In the future*

3. In view of the above, this office requests permission to talcs 
the necessary action to afford all Agency employees with hospitalisation 
coverage under Group Hospitalization, Inc., the opportunity of adding 
surgical service to their present benefits. Approval of this request 
should include permission to negotiate with Group Hospitalization, Inc., 
and to disseminate the official information to all eligible employ sen, 
if GHI agrees to provide the surgical service policies.

Agency employees are presently entitled to 
hospital service only under Group Hospitalisation, Inc. Doubtless a 
large percentage of them would add surgical service to their coverage, 
if given the opportunity.
